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Annual Report of Knox County 
Regional Planning Commission 


The Knox County Regional Planning Commission was organ- 
ized under Chapter 42, “An Act Permitting Regional Planning,” 
Public Laws of 1955, State of Maine. The Commission is com- 
posed of members appointed by the participating Waldoboro 
and Knox County Municipalities. ) 


The objectives of the Planning Commission are to prepare 
a coordinated plan for the development of the Waldoboro and 
Knox County Regions, taking into account the present and future 
needs, with a view toward encouraging the most appropriate use 
of land, such as for industry, commerce, housing, forestry and 
agriculture; the facilities of transportation and communications; 
the proper and economic location of public utilities and services; 
the development of adequate recreational areas; the promo- 
tion of good civic designs; and the prudent and efficient ex-_ 
penditure of public funds. 


The projects sponsored by the Planning Commission are, 
by their very nature long range in character, requiring careful 
planning and the most patient exploitation of ideas.  Illustra- 
tive of our activities we are pleased to list some of the projects 
your Commission has undertaken as evidence of a progressive 
long range program within the scope of our Charter of Opera- 
tion. 


1. We have completed the first Phase of the Comprehen- 
sive Development Plan for Waldoboro and Knox 
County. 


2. We have sponsored and participated actively in ac- 
celerating the start of the reconstruction program in- 
volving the intersection of U. S. Route 1 and Route 131 
at the foot of Creek Hill in Thomaston the successful 
conclusion of which is so vital to traffic safety and 
the economy of the Knox County Area. 
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3. In June 1961, your Planning Commission was appointed 
as the local Agency for the Area Redevelopment Ad- 
ministration Program. Operating under this appoint- 
ment, we have been instrumental in the allocation of 
funds for industrial expansion. 

4. We have been instrumental in getting the Stitchers 
training program underway in Knox County. 

5. Of considerable significance is the assistance given 
by your Commission to Municipalities on projects in 
their local areas. 

6. Of greatest potential value to the Waldoboro and 
Knox County Areas has been the preparation of the 
Second Phase of the Comprehensive Development Plan 
for Waldoboro and Knox County covering the natural 
resources of the subject areas. 

This study, presently in preliminary report form, could only 
be undertaken under the auspices and guidance of an organ- 
ization made up of dedicated municipal representatives such 
as your Planning Commission. The Survey covers individual 
Reports on the following Waldoboro and Knox County Natural 
Resources: 

Fisheries Potentials 
Forest Resources 
Mineral Deposits 
Harbor Improvements and Water Transportation 
Agricultural Possibilities 

Your Commission is prepared at all times to assist each 
member Municipality in promoting any program destined to 
help the economic growth of Waldoboro and Knox County, 
and solicits your requests in behalf of these endeavors. Further- 
more, your Commission can only contribute to the economic 
betterment of the Area to the extent that we have the whole- 
hearted and complete cooperation of all the Area Municipalities.

This is a progress report on the activities of the High School 
Building Committee. 

Last summer the Committee contracted with Allied ea 
neering to provide the architectural and engineering services for 


{ 


the new high school building. The cost will be 5%% of the 


General Construction contract. 

After tests to determine suitability of the Fred Starrett lot, 
the lot was purchased for $2,000 and some grading was started 
before winter. 

The estimate on the cost of aaa a water line to the 
new building is $1,000, including materials. 

The Committee approved plans as prepared by the arch- 
itect for a seven-room building that will have a floor area of 
approximately 9,500 square feet. 

Bids were secured on the construction of the building and 
after negotiations with the lowest bidder a contract was signed 
with Preston and Maloney for $102,440, the building to be com- 
pleted not later than August 26, 1963. 

The budget that has been set up is as follows:

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Warren: 


The annual report of the Superintendent of Schools is here- 
by respectfully submitted. 


This report will be concerned primarily with information 
essential to the justification of the budget for the coming year. 


The budget for next year has to be prepared on the 
assumption that there will be a new Warren High School build- 
ing for next fall. 


The number of High School students for September 1963 
will be approximately 145. The budget is based on the assump- 
tion that 95 - 100 will be ottending high school in town and 
that approximately 50 may be attending high school out of 
town on a tuition basis. 


Since the number of high school students for next year 
will not fill the new High School building and since there is 
an intent to discontinue the use of the two basement rooms 
in the Grade School by moving toward a six-year high school 
(Grades 7 - 12), the budget has been prepared to provide 
for operation of a five-year high school (Grades 8 - 12, incl.) 
in the new building, while Grades 1 - 7 will be assigned to the 
Grade School. This plan of operation will make it possible 
to discontinue the use of one basement room in the Grade 
School as a home-room and to suspend use of the Academy 
Building at least for the next school year. The expense of 
heating, providing janitor service, etc., for the Academy Build- 
ing does not seem to be justified for next year, particularly if 
the change fo a six-year high school is not made in one year. 
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If the Warren Schools operate on the plan outlined above, 
it is recommended that nine teaching positions be maintained 
in the Grade School (one less than at present). The plan would | 
be to increase the teaching staff in the High School from four 
to seven. The three additional staff members would be: - one 
teacher of commercial subjects, one to improve the academic 
program in the high school and one position to make it possi- 
ble to include the eighth grade in the high school, This plan 
would require a total of 16 teachers, an increase of two over ' 
the present number. 


The usual financial and statistical information follows this 
part of the report.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF WARREN 
JANUARY 1, 1962 TO DECEMBER 31, 1962 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Warren 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1962. The audit consisted of an examination of the records’ 
maintained under the supervision of the Town Manager and 
municipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unex- 
pended departmental balance lapsed amounted to $12,341.03, 
per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $12,651.68 
Overdrafts . 310.65 


Net Unexpended Balance $12,341.03 


The unallocated balance of the overlay and an unexpend- 
ed balance in the snow and ice removal account were the major 
factors contributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


* * * 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS . . . The general cash balance of $48,415.85 was 
on deposit in the First National Bank of Portland, Thomaston, 
Maine, at December 31, 1962. Petty and bounty fund cash 
was on hand. 
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Investments of $98,863.94 represented high school construc- 
tion monies invested in U. S$. Treasury Bills. 


Accounts receivable of $258.14 represented principally 
reimbursable expenditures for State and other municipalities’ 
welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable amounted to $20,243.29, of which 
$16,894.22 represented current year accounts. The remaining 
balance of $3,349.07 was for uncollected prior year accounts. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $2,313.80 
and $1,181.43 respectively. 


LIABILTIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .. . Accounts pay- 
able of $1,038.18 represented tuition due the Town of Camden 
and an amount due the tax collector of $1,013.25 and $24.93 
respectively. The amount due governmental agencies of $343.61 
was for payroll deductions due as of December 31, 1962. 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended bal- 
ance of $133,270.49 representing various operating account 
balances and overdrafts carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


Included in the carrying balances is the high school con- 
struction account balance of $115,558.37. The town was 
authorized by a vote of the townspeople to borrow money not to 
exceed $120,000.00 for the purpose of construction of a new 
high school. 


The proceeds from the sale of notes and accrued interest, 
totaling $120,338.31 were used to finance construction costs of 
$4,779.94 in connection with the project during the year. 


The fund balance of $115,558.37 at December 31, 1962 
was represented by investments and cash in bank of $98,863.94 
and $16,694.43 respectively and is available for further ex- 
penditures. 
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Excise tax collections totaling $4,213.96 are reserved for 
future allocation by the townspeople. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $30,673.71, an 
increase of $9,564.80 for the year. The change was occasioned 
for the most part by the net unexpended departmental balance 
lapsed, less town authorized transfers for various current opera- 
tions. 


DEBT FUND . . . The debt fund, incorporated in the bal- 
ance sheet as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding new high 
school construction notes of $120,000.00, a fire truck note of 
$3,297.00 and a state aid road note of $4,000.00 which are 
to be retired from future years revenue. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .. . The total amount of 
trust fund principals was $96,526.27, unexpended income 
amounted to $26,496.39 and the gain on investment sales was 
$8,986.24, The trust funds were invested in bank deposits and 
various stocks and bonds. 


The capital reserve fund for the future construction of a 
municipal building amounted to $5,322.09 and was on deposit 
in the Rockland Savings Bank, Rockland, Maine. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . . . The departmental op- 
erating accounts showed an increase of $8,219.71 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. A 
larger assessment for education was the major factor responsible 
for the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year increased $114,254.25, as compared with the balances 
at the start of the year. The change was reflected principally 
in the high school construction and the equipment accounts, 
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GENERAL . . . The townspeople authorized the use of 
excise tax revenue to reduce the tax levy and the issuance of 
notes to finance high school construction. Also, transfers from 
surplus for specific current operations and the use of the overlay 
for tax abatements were voter authorized. It was also voted 
to transfer the proceeds from sales of tax acquired property 
to the capital building fund and to transfer the fire department 
account balance to the fire equipment account. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and reconciled to date of audit and 
records were checked to determine the accuracy of recording 
cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository and by count of petty cash. Veri- 
fications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the cor- 
rectness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were compared with copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. Education account balances 
were checked with a report of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Debt, trust and capital reserve fund transactions were examined. 
Investments were verified by actual inspection. Surety bond 
coverage was reviewed.
